REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-3 
are allowed over the prior art of record. Current invention teaches an emergency switch 
with an indication pin. Prior art of record fails to teach or suggest an emergency switch 
having a trigger button with a though hole, which is fastened to a top end of the activation 
body to align the indicator pin and the through hole. Top of the indicator pin extends out 
of the through hole of the trigger button upon external force applied to the emergency 
trigger switch.
